British Columbia, yielding to the demands of the cattle 
industry, today tightened up once again on its meat and 
livestock embargo relaxed only last Wednesday.

Relocation of the radical ns 
of Freedom Doukhobors at 
Adams Lake, 100 miles from Kam- 
loops, could cost as high as $1 
000,000, accordir.g to the report 
of the consultative committee on

The committee recommended 
that. the Sons of Freedom be per- 
mitted to cut and sell.timber on 


a sustained yield basis in their 
new location, provided they show, 
over a period of two or three 
years, that they are capable. 

The committee also recom 
mended that relocation be under 
taken by the Land Settlement 
Board with an. administrative 
staff recruited to handle the pro- 
ject. Such a staff would include 
a director of relocation, an agri- 
culture. adviser, and a forestry 
adviser 

The committee is not unmind- 
{ul of the protests of Kamloops 
residents to the Adams Lake 
relocation site. Efforts will be 
made to convince these people 
they should approve the reloca- 
tion. The Sons of Freedom have 
said they don’t want to go into 
an area- where there is opposi- 
tion from ‘residents.
